But Mondale still in the race 


WASHINGTON (Reuter), — Gary 
Hart said yesterday he expected to 
become the Democratic presiden- 
tial candidate now that he had 
shown his appeal to widely different 
regions of the country in the “Super 
bea round of voting on Tues- 
ay. 

The 47-year-old senator from 
Colorado was the apparent winner 
in five of nine states in the balloting. 

But rival candidate Walter Mon- 
dale, only weeks ago the 
overwhelming favourite to win the 
nomination, managed to stay in the 
race with victories in Alabama and 
Georgia, ‘two key southern states, 
alter four consecutive losses to 
Hart. 

Hart swept primary elections and 
party caucus votes in Florida, Mas- 
sachusetts, Nevada, Rhode Island 
and Washington. 


President Ronald Reagan yssterday 
expressed readiness to hold an arm- 
wrestling contest with Hart. He was 
reacting to a journalist's question 
about the age gap between the 
Democratic contender and himself. A 
few weeks ago Reagan beat an editor 
of a bodybuilding magazine in such a 
contest. 

The primaries’ outcome ended 
the race for former senator George 
McGovern, who formally withdrew, 
and dashed the hopes of space hero 
John Glenn and black civil rights 
leader Jesse Jackson. 

Jackson vowed to continue. But 
Glenn was meeting campaign aides 
in Washington to discuss his 
prospects after failing to score the 
big victory he had hoped for in the 
South. He campaigned hardest 
there. ©

Solid wins by Hart in five states 


demonstrated strength in the South 
and the West. 

“I think one candidate, hopefully 
myself, will have a majority of the 
votes,” when the primary elections 
to choose delegates to the party 
convention end in June, 

By most unofficial counts, former 
vice-president Mondale, the choice 
of the party hierarchy and trade un- 
ion leaders, still holds a wide lead 
over Hart in the race for the 1,967 
delegates (out of 3,933 delegates) 
needed to win the nomination at the 
July convention in San Francisco. 

The voting Tuesday added about 
160 delegates to Hart’s total, which 
is still below 200, and provided 
Mondale with about 150 to bring 
him close to 300.

Hefetz’s suspension’, even though 
it has now been substantiated that 
he did not originate the leak, came 
as no surprise to those faniliar with 
the strained relationsihip between 
Hefetz and Turgeman, his im- 
mediate boss. The tension in large 
part stems from Turgeman being an 
Ivtzan loyalist, while Hefetz’s police 
patron was Bar. 

Turgeman, a spit-and-polish 
policeman with a reputation for 
somewhat pedantic fairness, saw in 
Hefetz a strong rival, not for the 
ultimate command in Tel Aviv but 
for the loyalty of the police force in 
the region. 

Hefetz, who came to the police 
from the army, combined brilliant 
administration with an open mind 
for original ideas from his subor- 
dinates. He also organized the 


‘glamorous anti-terror unit in the 
Border Police. 

Both Turgeman and Ivtzan are 
known among the press corps as 
particularly interested in the media 
coverage given the force and them 
personally. Turgeman’s style as an 
able diplomat, a political presence 
fitting in weil in the world of local 
Tel Aviv politics, is similar to that of 
Ivtzan. 

Another element in the affair is 
the wiretapping of senior  pfficers’ 
phones, rumoured for three years in 
Tel Aviv but only confirmed this 
week, in the press. Police sources 
say ¢ the wiretaps were placed on 
many of the ranking brass because 
of the need to expose crime, and 
Nitzav Yehezkel Carthy, head of the 
criminal investigation department, 
said “all taps are after we convince 
a District Court president of the 
need.” 

The first confirmation of the ex- 
istence of the taps was a result of 


the use of the tapes of Hefetz's

Ivizan yesterday said “the time 
has come to end the leaks.” To the 
press and to many officers it 
sounded ominous. 

Said one senior police source dis- 
tant from the fray of the struggle: 
“This is not a totalitarian country 
and there is no reason for the police 
to become secretive about their ac- 
tivities.”

Plans to exile ‘moderate’ Palestinian leader

Israel is planning to banish a 
Palestinian leader who has been 
kept incommunicado under military 
guard for the last 11 months. 
The man, Abu Ali Shahin, is 
reportedly a friend of Yasser 
Arafat's and a moderate Palestinian 
nationalist who has encouraged 
contacts towards peace with 
Israelis. He is regarded as having 
considerable moral authority among 
Palestinians in the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip. ᾿ : 
Shahin served a 15-year term in 
israeli jails after he was arrested in 
Hebron. for being the Fatah com- 
mander-in the area. He refused to 


ask for the customary one-third 
remission of his sentence under 
parole, and since his release has 
been subject to official constraints 
of varying severity in the Gaza 
Strip. 

Military sources said last night 
that Shahin is being banished 
because he never had the right to 
live in the Gaza Strip. The sources 
said he infiltrated from Jordan 
shortly after the Six Day War, 
and was allowed, for a while, to stay 
in Gaza. 


But Shahin's attorney, Leah 
Tzemel, said at a press conference 
yesterday that Shahin was in Refah 
when the war broke out, and was 


registered in Gaza in the post-war 
census that determined eligibility to 
live in the area. AC one time after his 
release from jail, the authorities 
wished to banish him, but Tzemel 
appealed to the High Coun of 
Justice with an affadavit from a 
Rafah official who said he had seen 
the form with which Shahin 
registered in the census. The army 
then cancelled that banishment 
order. 

The military source could not ex- 
plain last night why Shahin had 
been allowed to stay in the Gaza 
Strip if indeed — as the authorities 
claim — he infiltrated from jordan. 
The source said Shahin was allowed 
to stay “out of consideration,” but 


could not say what had changed 
now. 

Shahin is now confined to the vil- 
lage of Dahantiya, in the south of the 
Gaza Strip. Dahaniya is surrounded 
by barbed wire. with a_ military 
guard, Under the terms of his con- 
finement he is not allowed to leave 
the village, must be at home from 5. 
p.m. τὸ 8 a.m. and is “ποῖ allowed to 
have contacts with other people,” 
without permission from the 
military governor of Gaza. 

Shahin was not even allowed to 
see his wife until Tzemel appealed 
to a military appeals court who gave 
her permission to visit him for one- 
and-a-half days a week.

Saudi-Syrian 
Lebanon plan 


LAUSANNE (AP). — Rival 
Christian and Moslem leaders 
suspended plenary sessions of 
Lebanon's peace talks for 24 
hours yesterday and huddled in 
private talks in search of acom- 
promise agreement on the 
future shape of government in 
their war-torn nation. 

Negotiations moved into private 
rooms and suites after a heated 
debate over controversial working 
Papers presented by pro- 
government Christian leaders and 
the Syrian-backed opposition. 

The Christians demanded setting 
up a Swiss-style federation allowing 
local autonomy for the different 
religions with a federal government 
in Beirut retaining jurisdiction in 
foreign, defence, economic, 
monetary and development policy. 

The opposition parties viewed the 
plan as the first step towards parti- 
don. Their plan called for a united 
Lebanon after secularization of 
government posts, long dominated 
by Maronite Catholics. 

Conference sources said Syria's 
and Saudi Arabia's “observers” 
sought to make participants accept 
a compromise solution, calling for 
administrative decentralization. in 
Lebanon and the end to the dis- 
tribution of public offices along 
religious lines. 

Conference sources said partici- 
pants agreed to leave unchanged 
the tradition under which the 
presidency goes to the Maronites, 
the post of prime minister to the 
Sunni Moslems and the position of 
president of parliament to a 
member of the Shi'ite Moslem com- 
munity. 

A moderate Moslem participant 
in the talks, who asked not to be 


identified, said the proposed com- 
Promise would also provide for ad- 
ditional government posts — in- 


cluding three deputy prime - 


ministers — to satisfv other 
religious groups in Lebanon. 

He said the opposition’s demand 
for the creation of a senate that 
would elect future presidents in a 
joint session with the current 99- 
seat unicameral parliament did not 
appear in the compromise proposal. 

A pro-government source said 
the conference participants, in their 
private consultations, were trying to 
solve the problem prompted by op- 
position demands for a reduction of 
the presidential term from six to 
three years. This has been termed 
by the Christians as unacceptable. 

The opposition plan was en- 
dorsed as a joint working paper by 
both Druse chieftain Walid 
Jumbiau and Shi'ite Moslem leader 
Nabih Berri. Berri has already said 
he and his ally are willing to 
negotiate all points in their plan ex- 
cept for two — reducing the presi- 
dent's term and secularizing govern- 
ment posts. 

Syrian Vice-President Abdul- 
Halim Khaddam, the central figure 
in the Lebanese reconciliation con- 
ference, and Saudi mediator Rafik 
Hariri were reported seeking agree- 
ment for equal Moslem-Christian 
representation in parliament. Up to 
now, the Christians have held a six 
to five majority under an unwritten 
agreement that dates back to 1943. 

Khaddam has invited Lebanon's 
veteran Christian leaders Pierre 
Jemayel and Camille Chamoun to 
Damascus for an official visit, the 
Phalangist Radio in Beirut said last 
night, in a report monitored by 
Israel Radio,

Hard-line rabbis veto 
Petah Tikva accord.

PETAH TIKVA. — Disagreement 
within the religious camp yesterday 
put an end to efforts by Agudat 
Yisrael MK Avraham Shapira to 
reach a compromise on Sabbath 
entertainment here, An angry Petah 
Tikva Mayor Dov Tavori, after be- 
ing kept waiting for 3% hours while 
the rabbis wrangled, vowed that his 
city's residents will continue to en- 
jay “the Freedom to choose how to 
spend Friday night.” : 

A scheduled second meeting 
between Shapira and Labour Party 
chairman Shimon Peres was called 
off, and Peres later announced that 
he is pulting out of any further 
mediation efforts in the dispute. 

Religious dissension apparently 
vetoed a compromise which Shapira 
outlined to Peres and Tavori at their 
previous meeting on Monday. Ac- 
cording to the propsosal, there 
would be no Friday evening movies 
in Petah Tikva, but “cultural 
programmes” which would not en- 
tail desecration of the Sabbath 
would be permitted. These would 
mostly invalve discussion or live in- 
terview evenings, and tickets for 
them would be sold only before sun- 
down Friday. 

Reliable Labour sources said last 
night that there was considerable 
party pressure on Tavori to agree to 
the proposal, and that he was ready 
to fix his signature to the document 
Shapira had prepared, to put an end 
lo the conflict in his city. 

But whife the country’s two chief 
rabbis gave their blessing to 
Shapira’s compromise, Petah 
Tikva's own chief rabbis did not. 
Moreover, Shapira’s own patron in 
Agudat Yisrael, the Rabbi of Gur, is 
totally opposed to any sort of com- 
promise.

Tavori too 
departed in a huff after a 34-hour 
wait, When all attempts to revive 
the talks failed, Peres then an- 
nounced that he is pulling out of the 
mediation effort’ altogether. 

“Shapira has been talking: all day 
on the radio about an ‘agreement,’ ™ 
Petah Tikva city spokesman Dan 
Ben-Canaan said, “But we-did not 
see any agreement.” The municipal 
council intends to stick to its policy 
of “opening” the town on weekends 
and holidays, he said. 

The issue now apparently reverts 
to the local level. Without pressure 
on the focal militants from: their 
respective party headquarters, it is 
feared that the deadlock will 
deepen, and both sides will become 
more intransigent. 

Peres meanwhile continued to 
come under strong fire in the Align- 
ment for having moved in the first 
place to seek a compromise in what 
is perceived as a strictly local battle. 
A scathing attack came from MK 
Shulamit Aloni, who contended that 
Peres, with an eye constantly on 
possible coalition combinations, is 
out to court religious support even 
at the cost of support from the 
citizens rights lobby. 

Meanwhile, Petah Tikva police 
commander Rav-Pakad Ya'acov 
Barda denied rumours that he in- 
tends to resign following the storm 
raised by Saturday's arrest of the 
town’s Askbkenazi Chief Rabbi 
Baruch Salomon. 

Barda said that the investigation 
against Salomon, who is suspected 
of leading a religious mob into the 
Gan Eden Cafe Saturday morning 
and wrecking it, is continuing. 

Religious circles are organizing a 
demonstration outside City Hall 
tonight, with former entertainer Uri 
Zohar, since turned Orthodox, due 
to address the crowd.

‘Two Israeli-Americans, David 
Froehlich and Shirley Olman, have 
been elected as delegates to the 
Democratic Party presidential 
nominating convention in the U.S.

This is the first time that two 
Israelis will represent Americans 
living in this country at the 
Democratic convention. Other 
overseas delegates elected come 
from Belgium, France, Germany 
and Switzerland.

900 Americans from Israel sent in 
ballots, but not all were received in

Florida, the seventh fargest US. 
state and one with a broad spectrum 
of voters, was enough to make him 
the man to beat for the nomination. 

Mondale campaign manager Bob 
Beckei said that despite setbacks 
for the former vice-president there 
would be no major change in tac- 
tics. 

“We have got a long-distance 
race. We had hoped we would be 
able to get this over early but this 
race is going into June,” he said. 

Votes were still being counted in 
Oklahoma, where Hart and Mon- 
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dale were level. In Hawaii, more 
than 60 per cent of the voters 
favoured an uncommitted slate of 
delegates. 

The Hart-Mondale battlefield 
moves on Saturday to South 
Carolina, Arkansas, Michigan and 
Mississippi, which account for near- 
ly 300 delegates to the convention. 

Michigan, with 155 delegates is 
the most important state. Nearly a 
quarter of the state's 5.6 mitfion 
voters are union members, and the 
vote will test Mondale’s claim to 
trade union support. 

Hart said that [linois, the fifth 
higgest U.S. state which holds its 
primary election on March 20, 
would be the next “watershed 
state.” and predicted he would get 
his share of the Michigan vote. 

Former president Richard Nixon 
offered his view of the contest Tues- 
day night during an appearance at 
the Economic Club of New York. 

Confident that Reagan would 
beat either man, Nixon said Mop- 
dale had benefitted from the fight 
with Hart because “only one thing 
is worse for a candidate than being 
wrong and that’s being dull. Until 
Hart got into the race, it was dul- 
isville out there.“

Hebron market 
arson trial 


The trial of six persons charged 
with setting alight Hebron’s 
marketplace last year opened 
on. Tuesday in Jerusalem. The arson 
was committed in the wake of the 
murder near the market earlier of 
yeshiva student Aharon Gross. 

The defendants — Menahem 
Liebman, Yves Tibbi, Jean Fiat, 
David Bar-Dror, Yitzhak Shimon 
and Aviva Nir — are represented by 
lawyer David Rotem. Shimon failed 
to appear in the Jerusalem 
Magistrates Court for the opening 
session of the trial. 

The charge sheet states that the 
six rioted in the marketplace and set 
stalls alight after the Gross murder. 
Nir is charged with setting alight 
boxes with vegetables and scream- 
ing at an IDF officer for not helping 
her to set fire to the marketplace.

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Bill would provide compensation for protest violence victims 


A private member's bill to 
provide state compensation for 
persons injured while taking par: in 
Protests or demonstrations passed 
its preliminary reading yesterday. 

The bili, presented by Dov Zakin 
(Alignment-Mapam). stems from 
last year's Peace Now demonstra- 
tion in which Emil Grunzweig was 
killed. Two persons severely 
wounded by the same grenade are 
not entitled to government or 
National Insurance aid for their 
medical or rehabilitation expenses. 

The bill would encompass such 


‘persons in the Law on Benefits to 


Persons Injured by Hostile Ac- 
tivities, 

Justice Minister Moshe Nissim 
did not object to the bill's referral to 
committee. But he said that the 
stale cannot assume responsibility 
for everything that happens to 
anyone. Why not state compensa- 
tion for persons injured by any sort 
of violence, even if not connected 
with a protest denonstration? he 
asked. 

Five of the bill's paragraphs 
define as crimes various acts taken 
against demonstrations and 
demonstrators, and lay down 
punishments. Nissim said that 
almost all of this is already covered 
by the criminal code. 


Coalition bested 
The Ajiignment scored a success 
over the cualition yesterday on the 
question of the plight of the farmer. 
After three motions for the 
agenda were presented .— by 
members of the Nationa! Religious 
Party, the Likud and the Alignment 
— Agricultural Minister Pessah 
Grupper admitted that agriculture 
is in trouble.

Arab League asks others not to prolong Gulf war 


BAGHDAD (Reuter). — Arab 
League foreign ministers vesierday 
called on the rest of the world in 
refrain from any measures that 
directly or indizeetly prolong the 
Gulf conflict between frag and Eran. 

They zed ἅτ wi emergency 
Arab tling here to ser up 
ἃ high-level committee τὸ “make 
international contacts to’ sep the 
war and to persuade nation: teesert 
peaceful effurts and refrain tron 
taking any measures that dirceils or 
indirectly fend τὸ the continuation of 
the war.” 

The cummittee will comprise 
Arab League secretiry-general 
Cheldi Abi und delegates from 
Saudi Arabia, Iray. Morocen. Tuni- 
sia. Kuwait. Jordan and North Ye- 
men. 

Ministers also condemned Iran fur 
its “aggression” wgainst Iraq und 


said Teheran’s refusal to negotiate 
would “push Arab states to recon- 
sider their relations with fran.” 

Although the resolution gave firm 
support to Trug. conference sources 
said it did not meet Baghdau’s hopes 
during the meeting for specific tough 
economic moves ayainst Iran. 

Conference sources said fraq’s 
Foreiuzn Minister Tarek Aziz had 
pushed behind the scenes for the 
Arab world to cull on fran’s major 
trading purtners to cease dealing 
with Teheran. 

The sources sitid the 19 member 
states of the 22-member Arab 
League were cleurly unable to reach 
an acceptable fornsula for such a vall 
after only 24 hours in the Iraqi 
capital und the resolution appeared 
to be a watered-down version. 

Diplomats said the resotution 
could be interpreted ay meaning that 


countries which helped Iran’s eco- 
nomy. supplied it with arms and 
spare parts or otherwise contributed 
to its war effort should cease doing 
so. 
Iraq called the meeting to discuss 
the escalation of the 41-month-old 
war following a major Iranian offen- 
sive on the southem front. 

Tt also pressed its partners to 
accept the principle that no Arab 
nation would try to mediate with 
Jran. 

Iraq yesterday said its forces 
crushed a fresh Iranian offensive 
east of the southern [raqi part of 
Basra in a five-hour battle killing 
over 1.700 Jranian troops. 

A high command communique 
said the Iranians launched their 
attack in the early hours of the 
morning. 

It said 1,728 Iranians were killed

and many more wounded. and four 
tanks, six armoured personnel car- 
tiers and other equipment des- 
troyed. 

Iraqi heticopter gunships hit Ira- 
nian troop concentrations east of 
Basra and east of the river Tigris 
further north. inflicting heavy losses, 
the communique added. 

Meanwhile. a team of UN- 
appointed expens arrived yesterday 
in the Iranian city of Ahvaz to in- 
vestigate accusutions of Iraq's use of 
chemical weapons, the national Ira- 
nian news agency Ima said.

WARSAW (AP). -- Cammunist au- 
thorities stepped up pressure on the 
Roman Catholic Church yesterday 
as state-run Polish newspapers 
broke their silence on the confronta- 
tion over the removal of crucifixes 
from schools.

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Burning Soviet Navy ship 
spurns US. carrier's aid 


A Soviet cruiser with 460 men 
aboard refused assistance from a 
U.S. aircraft carrier after apparently 
catching fire while shadowing Nato's 
biggest ever naval maneuvers, ἃ 
U.S. admiral said Tuesday aboard 
the USS Mount Whitney off the 
Norwegian coast. 

Vice-Admiral Joseph Metcalf, in 
charge of Nato’s teamwork 84 Exer- 
cise, said black smoke started billow- 
ing fram a Soviet Kresta 11-class 
cruiser as it was trailing the 60,000- 
ton U.S: carrier Independence off 
Norway on Monday. 

The admiral. however, discounted 
as speculation reports by U.S. offic- 
ers that the crew of the 7,660-ton 
Soviet cruiser took to battle stations 
when the carrier, which has nearly 
5.000 men aboard, started to 
approach the distressed warship. 


“Speaking on board the flagship of 
the huge Nato fleet making for 
northern Norway, the admiral told a 
press conference that the Saviet ship 
had been in difficulties for several 
hours. but had tumed down ἃ U.S. 
offer of help made over a special 
radio channel. 


Meanwhile, an undisclosed num- 
ber of Soviet submarines and six 
surface “intelligence collector” ships 
were sighted Tuesday off the Norwe- 
gian coast. 


Lt.-Col. Ulmar Wollan of the 
Norwegian Army said long-range 
Bear and Badger reconnaissance aur- 
craft also had been spotted in the gap 
between Greenland and Norway 
where naval units taking part in the 
exercise are concentrated. (Reuter, 
AP) 


Three Belfast men arrested 
after Sinn Fein leader shot 


BELFAST { AP). -Guameninacar ἢ 


shot and wounded Sinn Fein presi- 
dent Gerry Adams, head of the Irish 
Republican Army's political arm. in 
downtown Belfast yesterday in an 
apparent assassination attempt, 
police said. 


Three men from a Protestant area 
of Belfast were arrested, police said. 
Police patrolling the area reportedly 
saw the shooting and rammed the 
gunnien’s car, 


Adams was in a car with two 
companions during a lunch break in 
a trial in Belfast in which he faces 
obstruction charges stemming from 
a rally during last June's British 
general elections. Police said three 
men in another car fired a number of 
shots, and Adams was wounded in 
the neck and shoulder. 


A Royal Victoria Hospital spokes- 
man said Adams underwent surgery 
and was in stable condition. 

Adams. 35, was elected last June 
as a member of the British Parlia- 
ment from West Belfast, but he 
refuses to take his seat. 

He is widely regarded as the 
architect of the IRA's two-tiered 
Strategy of waging terrorist war 
against the British while fighting 
through the election process to give 
Roman Catholic nationalists a foot- 
hold in the Protestant-dominated pro- 
vince’s politics. 

Adams. a key figure in the 
nationalist movement since the early 
1970s. was twice interned by the 
British as a suspected IRA leader. 
He has been arrested several times 
but has never been convicted of any 
terrorist crime. 


Pershing-2 missiles ‘in secret.exercises’ 


LONDON (Reuter). - U.S. 
Pershing-2 missiles deployed in West 
Germany have secretly undergone 
their first training exercises, Jane's 
Defence Weekly magazine reported 
yesterday. 

The maguzine said the highly- 
accurate nuclear missiles had been 
taken out on at least two occasions. 
The Pershing-2 bases, Heilbronn, 
Neu-Ulm and Muntiagen, are all in 
the Stuttgart area. 


West Germany is the only Nato 
country due to receive Pershing-2s, 
under the alliance’s programme of 
deploying 572 medium-range cruise 
and Pershing missiles. 


The British government 
announced Jast week the first de- 
ployment exercise of U.S. cruise 
missiles based at the Greenham 
common air base in southern Eng- 
land.

‘Spanish fishermen burn more lorries

Perhaps the enly narrative in the 
Bible ta compare to the Megillar 
Esther in poignancy is the tale of 
Joseph and his brothers in Genesis 
ἍΤ, 


The Gerer Rabbi said: “The 12 
months are the same in number as 
the sons of Jacob; each month is a 
symbol of one of the tibes. The 
month of Adar represents Joseph, 
and inasmuch as two tribes ars 
descended from him, we have two 
months of Adar in leap years. 

Haman held the same high posi- 
tion as Joseph, but when he wished 
to annihilate the Jews in the month 
of Joseph, the latter's dream was 
fulfilled: ‘my sheaf arose and also 
remained standing upright.” (Louis 
Newman, Hasidic Anthology), 

Haim Leshem (Shabéat & Jewish 
Holidavs) also draws many parallels 
between the two accounts of Esther 
and Josenh: Pharoah’s dream of the 
seven Fai and lean cows is compared 
to King Ahasuerus’ inability to 
sleep; two of Pharoaoh’s ministers 
offended the king, iwo ministers of 
King Ahasuerus plotted to kill the 
king: Potiphar's wife spoke to 
Joseph day bs day, the king's ser- 
vants spoke ta Mordechai day by 
day: Pharzoh took off his signet ring 
from his hand and put it upon 
Joseph's hand, the king removed his 
signet ring from his hand and gave it 
to Haman (and later to Mordechai);

In his book on Jewish holidays, 
Rabbi Shlomo Goren, the former 
chief rabbi, brings a piquant ex- 
planation to this question.

proposals that seeks to halt intlation at one fell strake. was 
bewildering. Cohen-Orgad now proposes to freeze the ex- 
change rate. wages, and the prices of goods and services. 

Such an all-round and complete freeze is a big step back to 
the econemic philosophy of Yoram Aridor, who sought to slow 
inflation on the cost side. But Cohen-Orgad’s proposals go far 
beyond what his predecessor may have dreamed. 

On the surface, there is nothing wrong with Cohen-Orgad's 
crush cure for inflation.

WHILE THE U.S. presidential 
election campaign commands most 
of the public’s attention, one fact is 
heing overlooked: on election day 
this November, one third of the 
Senate's members (33) will be 
standing for re-election. as well as 
all 438 members of the House of 
Representatatives, some governors 
of states and others. 

The ability of the president to 
guarantee that his administration 
will really be able to govern is first 
and foremost dependent on his 
ability to cooperate with Congress. 
The struggle between the president 
and Congress within the U.S. 
political system in all areas of 
government is the soul of American 
democracy. And in this struggle the 
Jewish minority in the U.S. is play- 
ing an increasing and un- 
precedented part. 

American Jewry’s deep involve- 
ment in the public. economic and 
social life of the U.S. makes us 
forget that American Jews comprise 
little more than two per cent of the 
population. 

Despite the fact that Jewish in- 
volvement in the political sphere 
has been, relatively speaking, 
greater in the past. very few Jews 
were actually elected to political of- 
fice. It was an accepted thing to say 
that U.S. Jews preferred to work 
behind the scenes, and did not 
themselves join the struggle. But the

Jews are haunted by their inability 
to consolidate and wield any real 
political power in the Second World 
War. during the Holocaust and ail 
its horrors. 


UP TO ABOUT a decade ago, the 
Senate had only two Jewish 
members, Jacob Javits and Abraham 
Ribicoff: there were 11 Jewish 
members in the House of Represen- 
tatives. Today, eight senators and 30 
members of the House of Represen- 
tatives are Jewish. The senators are 
equally divided between the two 
parties: four Democrats (Howard 
Metzenbaum, Carl Levin, Edward 
Zorinsky, Frank Lautenberg) and 
four Republicans (Rudy Boschwitz, 
Arlen Spector, Warren Rudman 
and Chic Hecht). 


The fact that the number of Jews 
in Congress is today incomparably 
greater than the Jews’ relative’ 
weight in the population, shows a 
striking change in the status of the 
Jewish community — although it is 
also indicative of the development 
of American society, whose roots 
are embedded in the intricacies of 
immigrant society. 


A quick glance at those states 
which have elected Jewish 
Tepresentatives to Congress shows 
that, in addition to places with a 
relatively high concentration of 
Jews, like New York, California, 


(even if they are not travelling on 
duty). foreign students, non- 
resident church officials in the coun- 
try on a permanent status, juveniles 
who don’t pay travel fares (children 
under two years), and non-resident 
juveniles who have one Israeli pa- 
rent residing in the country. 

These exemptions are logical and 
fair, and those who lobbied for them 
should be commended on their pow- 
er of persuasion. 


BUT ONE segment of the Israeli 
population — the new immigrants -- 


has been sorrowfully overlooked, - 


and should be included in the list of 
those exempt from travel tax pay- 
ment before the bill passes its third 
and final reading. 


Why aren't new immigrants ex- 
empt from a tax that makes it even 
more difficult, and in some cases im- 
possible. to visit with parents, grand- 
parents and other loved ones 
abroad?

The greater the feeling 
that Israel is strong and secure and 
part of America’s global interests in 
the region; the more the Jewish 
community’s involvement in the 
U.S. political process will become 
an indivisible part of the effort to 
ensure 2 balanced American policy 
in the Middle East.
